J pꝛomiſe you trulp(quoth 
Perina) Jam of opinion that the nopſe which the wind maketh 
among the tres, doth delight and recreate the hearts of men, 
moꝛe then the fond noyſe of ſome people when there is a great 
allembly, Foz there the greateſt pleaſure, is mere grief;

- Andfherewith he tone his way ſtraight toward the place 
Where Euphilia and Perinaſafe, Whither he arriued io ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowfull, ſo weary and ſo greeued, that it ſeemed that Foꝛtune 
pittping his caſe, had purpoleiy ſent him to that place to com⸗ 


cleare water which did ſpꝛing out of the fountain whither the 
ſhepheards accuſtomed ts leav their ſheepe to dzinke : but al⸗ 


ſo by reaſon of the pleal.intneſſe of the place, the ſhadow ol the 
trees, and excceding beautie of theſe iwo noble ſhepheards. In 
ſo much, that all theſe things cauſed him to thinke that he had 


reteiued ſome ſolace, though the impoꝛtante of that which he 
ſought,and the deſire he had to finde the lame, gaue him no lei⸗ 
— to reſt in that place. Net was he being a ſtranger. ſo curtu⸗ 

Ah enterteined by the two ſiſters, that he deemed himſell not

thoughts in the conſideration thereof, that J haue bene ſozced 
to collocate and place the ſumme of my lelicitie in medita⸗ 
ting the rare gifts both of bodie and minde, by which it hath 
pleaſed the Gods to make your Ladiſhip famous, But when 
Iconſider mine one vawozthinelle, and perpend the great 
difference, which is betweene ſuch excellency and my (elf, ſuch 
is the diſpaire which poſſeſſeth my heart, that I ſuffer incre⸗ 
dible toꝛment. Pet the fozce of your beautie tonſtraineth me 
to iudge my ſelfe happie, in that J ſuffer paine foꝛ ſo wozthie a 
Ladie as pour ſelfe. Do that I feele ſingular iop and gladneſſe 
in mp euil, and receiue an extreame glozy in enduring griefe. 
Paine vnta me is a paſtime; to werpe, a pleaſure; to ſigꝶ, a ſo⸗ 
lace; gricfe, health; which doth not raiſe the fury of tozment 
in me, though therein J enioy ablefſed content. All this do 
ſuffer foꝛ you Madame; it is your beautie and vertue which 
cauſeth me to be toꝛmented with ſuch contrary paſſions; And 
therfoze pitie an vafoztanate louer, who offercth you his own 
like, and who deſireth not that his euill may be redꝛelled, but 
only wiſheth that it may be knowne. 5 
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This was the Letter which J wꝛote vnto my Ladie, 
which ik it had bene ſo wel penned as it was foꝛtunate, J wold 
be loth to change my abilitie with the cloynent ſtyle of Tully. 
The Letter being ſecretly conueyed into the hands of Alcida, 
at the firſt cauſed her to be offended with my bolonefle , but af 
laſt marking the ſinceritie of my lone, and the cõſtancy wher⸗ 
with J not only remained ſtedfaſt, but alſo patientiy+ chere- 
fully endured her crofſe anſweresand viſdainfull lokes, her 

heart was altered, and ſhe moued to reward my loue with a 
pleaſant countenance. edo that when my lucke was to ſee her, 

I eaſilp eſpied the alteration of her fozmer frowardneſſe. oz 
her vorie eyes did warne me lo be of god cheare, and J might 
plainly ſi grace ſeated in her ſoꝛehead. After which time Jbe- 

gan openly to ſhe w me to be her ſuperiour, oltentime iuſting, 

turaeying, and waiting verſes, poemes, and manp ſuch otherr

ehings fo2 her ſeruite, remaining in this paine the ſpacs of 
tertaine veares. Which being expired, Eugerio thought me 

woꝛthie to be his ſonne in law, and by meanes of ſome of the 
chiekeſt perſonages of the Citie, he offered me his daughter 
— in marriage. And it was amongſt vs agreed, that our 
wedding ſhould be kept in the Citie of Lisbone, to the end that 
the King of Portugal might be pꝛeſent at the ſame. Mhereup⸗ 
on we preſently diſpatched a Poſte in all haſt to aduertiſe the 
Bing ol this marriage, and to entreate his Maieſtie that we 
commending our charge vnto f2ithfull and truftie perſons, 
might come thither to celebꝛate our marriage there. The ru⸗ 
moꝛ of which marriage was incontinentlp ſpꝛead through all 
the Citie and the neighbour places thereof, and cauſed ſuch a 
generall 10y andapplauſe in all men, as (a beautifull a Lady 
as Alcida,and ſo faithſull a louer as my ſelfe deſerued. Untill 
that time it ſeemeth that J was verie happie. But Foztune- 
that fauouredme ſo highly, afterward caſt me downe head⸗ 
long into the depth of theſe miſeries, in which J finde my ſelke 
pꝛeſenily. Know therefoze, that after my vnfoztunate marri⸗ 
age was concluded, and the Kings licenſe granted. Eugerio be⸗ 
| ing a widower, his ſon Polydor, his daughters Alcidaq Cle- 
MF narde, and vnhappie Marcelic,{ho vnfoldeth his miſhap vnto 
Lou, hauing committed dur charge to lopall perſons, we em- 
barkedat the Hauen of Cera, to ſaile to the noble citie of / 
bone, there to celebzate our marriage, as J haue befoze- ſaid, 
Che content and pleaſure which we conceiued of our wiſhed © 
defires, in ſuch maner blinded vs, that regarding neither the 
vnmercikull waues, noꝛ the boyſterous windes, and commen⸗ 
ding our veſſell to Foztune, the patroneſſe olf inconſtancie, we 
went to ſea in the woꝛſt and daungerouſt ſeaſon of the yeare, 
not conſidering oz perpending the inconueniences that at ſuth 
times are oꝛdinarp.

The Parriners froubled and vexed by reaſon of the 
agony and perplexitie of their pꝛeſent death, tould not exetute 
their charge, and by reaſon of the noyſe and cries of the paſſen- 
gers, could not vnderſtand what the maiſter pꝛelcribed them, 
calling as loud as he could foz his life, Some of them turned 
the ſaile yard; others haled the ſale coꝛd; others ſtriked the 
top ſaile; others ranne to mend the ſpꝛit caile ; others to ſaue 
the miſen ſaile; others did take oft he bonnet and enlargement 
of the mainſaile others were occupied with knitting the bꝛo⸗ 
ken lines togither; others lwked to the hinder deck taile and 
caſtle of the ſhip; others to the foꝛe decke; others fo the hat- 
ches; others voyded the ſea into the lea, caſting the water out 
ok the ſhip, To be ſhozt , euery man did what in him laie to 
defend e laue the miſeravle vellell from ineuitable ſhipwꝛack.

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like with fuch grieke as my ſelle 2 Foz whereas I thought to 


comfoꝛt my ſelfc-at the time of np death, in leauing childꝛen 


in the woꝛld to conſerne and keepe the memozie and remem⸗ 
bꝛante of my linage and kindꝛed, now J am conſtrained ne⸗ 


tellarilp to dye with thoſe that ought to celebꝛate my fune- 
rals. D louing and deare childꝛen, who would haue thought 
that my life and yours ſhould haue finiſhed at one lelfeſame 
time and inſtant : {Who would haue thought that our liues 
ſhould haue taken their ende through one ſelleſame milfo2- 
tune? Jweuld willingly comkozt you my bare childzen; but 
what ſolace can a ſozrowfull father giue, whole heart is 
peſtered with ſo much griefe, and who him ſelle is voyde 
of all conſolation, 5 
Comloꝛt your ſelues my childzen, arme your hearts with 
patience , leaue all griefe and ſozrow vnts me, to the ende 
that J dying}, may ſuffer as many deathes as ye all mul en⸗

This, olde Eugerio vttered with ſo many ſighes and ſobs, 


that he could ſcarce with much ado ſpeake,, embꝛacing vs all 
one after another, to take his leaue and bid vs farewell,befoze 
the houre of imminent ſhipwꝛacke was come, It would be a 


great enterpziſe and difficult matter foz me, pꝛeſently to res 


count what teares Alcida wept, and what griefe I ſuffered 


foz her ſake, and thcrefoze J will only tell you one thing, that 
nothing ſo much grieued me, as that my life {which J had of- 


fered foꝛ her ſeruice) could not take ende without her death. 


In the meane time our fozlozne ſhippe dzinen with the foꝛce

But Foztune not con tent to hane heaped ſuch a woꝛld of ca- 
lamities vppon vs, would alſo take her pleaſure in mocking 
vs in the nidil of miſeries. Foz on — ſuddaine the wiſhed 
talme was turned into a woꝛſe and greater extreame tempeſt 
then befoze : Which brought vs into ſuch extremitie, that 
we hoped not foz one houre of life, At laſt one fide of the 
ſhippe being ſtroken with a great raging whirlewinde, 
the other ſive laie flat vppon the water and was in daun⸗ 
ger fo periſh and ſincke pꝛeſently. Mhen J ſawe the ma⸗ 
nifeſt daunger, J beganne to vngirt my lwoꝛd, to the end 
it might not hinder mer, and imbꝛacing Alcida, J leapte 
with her into the ſhippe boate. Clenarde be ing a light and 
nimble Gentlewoman following vs did the ſame , not lea⸗ 
uing behinde her her bowe and her arrowe, fo2 that ſhe e- 
ſtæmed moꝛe of that then of ſome great and pꝛecious trea⸗ 
ſure , Polydor thzulting his father fozwardes thought to 
to haue done as much, and to have leapt into the boate 
as we had done, but the Shippe maiſter with another ar⸗ 
riner, leapt in befoꝛe them: And as Polydor with his ſaged 
father thought to haue followed, the boate was ſeparated 
from the ſhippe, by reaſon of a mightic wane which was 
dꝛiuen by the winde betwixt the ſhippe and the boate, ſo that 
they were foꝛted to remaine in the ſhippe: the ſight where- 
5 ſhoꝛt time were iolt, and neuer ſince heare any newes 
of her. 
But Jam of opinion that all doubt remoued, ſhe was twals 
lowed vp by 1 drerdie waues, 02 that crofling ouer⸗ 
thwart the ſea, cher perifhed wiferablyin th e £081 of payne. 
Alcida, ade, at ud J be ety baate, conducted by 
the tnduſtrie and dilige cnt palnkultieſte of the Marrinere, 
wie went a ſtrape vp and dow one the Seas, loz the ſpace 
bf one whole dare and matt, attending foz Des th from

houre to youre, without hope of any remedie; not knowing 
where 02 in what part ofthe wozld we were. This notwith- 
ſtanding, the mozning next following, we percetued that we 
were very neere to land, endeuouring to row as neere it as we 
could poſlibly, At the length, the two Parriners being very 
tunning in lwimming, did not only leape into the water to 
ſwimme ta the ſhoze, but alſo dꝛew vs all to that ſo long deſi- 
red land, After that we were ſo happily deliuered from the 
danger which furious Neptune thzeatenev vs, the Parriners 
faſfened their ſhip-boate to the ſhoꝛe ſide, knowing the place 
where we landed, told vs that we were in the Ile of Formen- 
tera: and wonderfully maruelled that we had runne ſo many 
myles in ſo litle time. But they had ſuch experience of the 
wonders which fierce-tempeſtes are accuſtomed to doe, that 

they were not to much amazed at the courſe of our nauigati⸗ 
on, Pet howſoeuer the tempeſt had dꝛiuen vs, we were then 
allured and out of danger of the menaces wherwith Foꝛtune 
feared vs amidſt the inexecrable waues. But we wer ſo gree- 
ued foꝛ the loſſe of Fugerio and Polydor, ſo troubled with wea- 
rineſſe, and ſo famiſhed with hunger, that we had none oz litle 
cauſe to reioyce of the life which we had reconered, Neither 
wil J now rehearſe what teares Alcida and Cleonarde ſhedde 
betauſe they had loſt their father and bꝛother, to the end that 3 
may tell vou the ſoꝛrowfull and vnhappie ſucceſſe which J had 
in that deſart and ſolitary Ile. Foz after that, by reaſon we 
were arriued in the ſame,J was deliuered from the fury ofthe 
fea, lone became ſuch an aduerlary and enemy vnto me, that 


he ſeemed to be greeued that my life was ſaued from the perill 


of the tempelt, and that he wold toꝛment me with a new and 
moꝛe areaous paine, when J thought my ſelfe to be in ſafe⸗ 
tie, Foꝛ malicious Cupid wounded the hart of the Pylot (who 
was called Bartophomus) and rendꝛed him ſo farre in loue of 
the beautie of Cleonarde, the ſiſter ts Alcida,that to attaine to 
the point ok his intenden deſires, he foꝛgat the law of friend⸗ 
ſhip and fidelitie, and imagined a ſtraunge and wicked trea⸗ 
lon, which he did put in errcntien. CN Was ſuch. 


As 
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As the two ſiſters wept and greuouſly lamented their 
fathers and bꝛothers miſerable death, it happened that Alcida 
ouercome with heauineſle and wearineſſe , ſhe laie do wne on 
the land, and fell a llcepe. Uhereupon 3 began to ſap to the 
Pylot: Friend Bartophamus, if we take net ſome oꝛder to pꝛo⸗ 
uide foz victuals, and it our ill lucke be ſuch that we can nde 
none,we may make account that we haue not ſaued our lines, 
but rather that we haue changed themanner andkinde of onr 
death: and therefoze would J glavly, that you and pour com⸗ 
panion ſhould goe to the village oz bozow of this life, which 
you may finde to fetch meate loz vs to eate. Sir Marcclio, 
(anſwered Bartophamus) Foztune hath done vs pleaſure i- 
nough in bzinging vs hither, and helping vs to arriue at this 
Jle,though it be delart and barren, And vou nerd nat to thinke 
that we ſhall here finde any meat to allwage our bunger,and 
remedie our neceſlitie : fo2 the country is not inhabited. But 
J will tell you how we may find meanes to ſuffer no hunger:

many reaſons, that foꝛgetting what was molt conuenient foz 
me to do, J reſolued to accompanꝑ her to the Ile. Whereof 
Bartophanus was not alitle grieued, fo2 that he ſought not to

his manhwd : and ſometimes he ſent her Letters, Bongs and 
Sonnets therein, bewꝛaping his paſſions; hoping ſhe would 
receine him to her ſerugnt being ouercome with pittie. But 
all ſerued not: foz ſhe could no way bs moned to beare him 
affection; wherat J maruelled greatlp, noꝛ could not imagine 
at the cauſe thereof, Foꝛ he was a bꝛaue valiant pong Gen- 
tleman, of great authozitic and eſtimation, fauoured by Foz- 
tune, as wealthie, rich and abundant, exozned by nature, be⸗ 
ing veautifull and faire of complexion, taull and well pꝛopez⸗ 
tioned, and ol a cou vious and reſolute mind, wiſe,politicke, 
and wittie. All which conſidered, no man could not but con⸗ 
demne the Gentlewoman ol trueltie, ſeeing that no man ſo 
.. faifhfully ſerued her as fir Sylueſtro, (foz ſa was my mauter 
talled.) But at length J had ſufficient occaſion offeredme,not 
to maruell any longer at her frowardnefle towardes my mai⸗ 
fer.

Jn truth vnto a woman ſo diſfreſſes 
as J am, being deſolate and fozſaken of my louing huſband, 
nothing could haue happened moze wiſhed foz, then to haue 
met with ſuch honeſt and vertuous company as it hath pleaſed 
the gods focomfozt me withall, in directing pour ſelf towards 
theſe wods, And fozaſmuch as Jam in mind to go to the tem⸗ 
ple of Diana, if your ionrny lie that way, J ſhal think my fee 
among lo many miſhaps, to haue receiued no ſmall fauour of 
Foztune. As foz me (quoth Perierio) where J am J know not, 
noꝛ whither J may go, and therfoze am enduced to think that 
Foztune be ginneth to repẽt her ſell of her chzewdneſſe, in that 
the hath fauoured me with ſo wozthie a guide as pour delle, 
fo leade me fwzth ol myſtraying errours to ſome place where

almoſt diſpaired, But tonſidering that griefe oꝛ ſoꝛrow could 


not pꝛeuaile to remedie his harme, tone courage, and hoped 
to finde meanes by ſubtiltie and craft te ,, the mariage, 

which he pꝛactiſed with all ſpiede, The Earle hisfather was 
Admirall of the ſea, by mcanes wherof, this yong knight had 
great acquaintance with diuerſe Captaines of the ſhippes of 


warre, and other Pilots and ſhippe maiſters.

ther vnderſtand his pleaſure.UWhich Barſalis pzomiſed to doe,

familiaritie betwæne them, and fir Maſſicourt was wonders 
fully well beloued of him, began to be mery with him, and to 
talke with him accozding fo his accuſtomed maner. At length 
fir Maſſicourt taking occaſion to ſpeake of the ſea, J remember 
(quoth he) that your grace oftentimes hath bene earneſt with 
me to goe to ſea, and to ſce tohat rule Neptune keepcth in his 
kingdome. The weather is now moſt pleaſant foꝛ that pur⸗

But Barfalis that traiterous 

Pylot told vs, that allone as they had entred the mouth of the 

' ſea , the winde roſe, and ſuch a tempeſt was ſpꝛead ouer all 

the ſea , that the Pinnace being beaten with the waues on e⸗ 

nerie ſide , rent in peeces and ſuncke pzeſently, All that he 

could ſaie of Perianderand Maſlicourt, was,that he ſaw them 

both togither leape out of the Pinnace , and that the Knight 

with a {mall maſt in his hands ſwome vp and downe whither 

the ſtreame dꝛoue him, caſting himſelfe vpon one of the. hat- 

ches, toſſed vp and downe the waues.

The ſhip being led by Foztunes will, went aſtray vp and 


downe the ſea fo2 the ſpace of fine daies affer we had lolt the 
ſight of the boat, at the end of which pate, Phœbus being nere 


his Meſtren home, we found our ſelues to be in ſight of land. 
Whereof the Marriners reiopced maruelloullp, as much fo 


that they has recouered the hope Which they had alfogither 


loſt and giuen oner, as foz that they knew in what coaſt they 
were arriued. Foz the land which they ſaw was the plealan⸗ 


gant thus to crie out, O bleſſed and happie land of Vale=:ia,re- 
teiue thoſe, which the ſea being irrited + pꝛeuoked to ire, doth 


bexe and afflict. Yappie are they tyat being out of danger to be 
ſwallowed vp by the grer die waues, entoy thy fertilitie, and 


che mieknelſe of thy aire With * moze labour doth the chip 
karre

teſt countrey, and the moſt delectableft place that the Sunne 
penetrated with his beames; abounding with all kinde ok de⸗ 
liabt on nleaſure. In ſo much that one of the Marriners be⸗ 
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he tr able me and hard 


eare the ſea then the labourer doth thy fields. O fauourable 
land, befoze the ſea betome moze enraged againſt vs, receiue 
vs into thy plealant boſome , (ing we are al moſt lpopled and 
foꝛloꝛne; and then {halt do — N foꝛ vs as he that laueth a⸗ 
nothers life, Retciue vs Þ ſay, O beautifull country of V alen- 
tia, that we hauing once let fte on land, neuer returne to lea 
againe. 


Vy theſe woꝛdes of the Parriner, we gathered that we 


were neere Valentia, Which country is famous thꝛough all the 

wo2td. Wut while the £Harriner thus called to the mercileſſe 
land, the ſhip being dꝛiuen with a furious winde, arriued ſo 
nire the land, that if we had not wanted the boate, we might 
haue reached vnto it. Meuerthelelle, ce rtain fiſhermen fiſhing 
not far from vs, and fing our malt rent, our anchoꝛ loſt, our 
ſailes tozye, and our ſhip pitifully battered, perceiued in what 
extremitie we were. Therefoze with all (peeve they came 
to ſuccour vs, and with much trouble they fetche d vs out of 
the ſhippe and ledde vs to land. The iop which we conceiued 
thereof, was ſach as euerie man may and ought to imagine. 
Eugerio and J, we thanked the fiſhers fo2 their helpe, in that 
dur great neceſſitie, accoꝛding to our dutie. But they as men 
of a god and ſimple heart, by nature pittifull, regarded not 


dur thankes, noꝛ would take any reward at our hand foz their 
- patnes, one of them making vs this anſwere. Stirs, thanke 


vs not foz this derde, foꝛ you ſhall knowe that we are bounde 
to ſuccour and helpe all men that are in like necefſifte , and 
therefoꝛe taue our readineſſe and god will in god part, which 
fazceth vs fo do god vnto all men, whoſe extremities want 


caſton tall be offered as this, we wil! do the like, although 


into daunger. Foz this moꝛning happened ſuch a chance, that 
if we had not remedied the (ame as we now haue done this, 
we had bene greeued there with all the daies of our life, The 
chance was this. At the point of the day we went out 0 ur 


dur * And perlwade pour ſelues, that as often as ſuch oc⸗

we ſhould thereby hazard our lines, and intrude dur ſelues 


lodges with our neftes, and our other 0zdinary pzeparati 1 ons 5

to fiſh withall: and befoꝛę we came to the ſca ſide, we ſaw that 
the atre was ouercaſt with a darke myſt, and heard that the 
ſea raged by reaſon of the boyſterons windes which blew ve? 
rie ruthly,in lo much that we were twiſe of opinion to return 
home againe, fearing to commit our ſelues to the dangerous 
ſtreames, in ſuch a malicious and perilous time. But ſome cf 
bs thought god that we ſhonld go to the ſhoꝛe fide to ſer whe⸗ 
ther the tempeſt would lacken and the weather change. Fo2 
it happeneth lomtimee, that after a great tempeſt the weather 
thangeth on the ſode ine, and ſpꝛeadeth a talme oucr the whole 
i (ea, But as we came to the (ca de, we elpied a great boate ſo 
thaked with the winde, and bzuzed with the wares, without 
malt, ſailes, oares, and all other ſeafaring inſtrumonts, that 
vnleffe this had bene nere the ſhoꝛe, they could not haue eſca⸗ 
ped pꝛeſent death: to be ſhoꝛt, they were in the very lame caſe 
that you euen now were. Me moned to compaſſion, without 
regarding the perill vnto which we ſubmitted our ſclues, pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlp leapedall into one of our ſhippes , and with all ſpeve 
rowed towardes thoſe fozloꝛne perſons, Then we were ſo - 
neere them, that we might ſer them that were in the boat, we 
eſpied a pong Ladie, whoſe face was coue red with teares, 
and her chekes ſv blubbered with the water that iſſued out of 
her eyes, that it would haue moueda tygre to pittie. Which 
Ladie, afſone as ſhe perceiued vs rowing towardes her, ex⸗ 
pected our comming , with her armes ſtretched, and laid vn⸗ 
to vs, Ah bꝛothers, J beſeech pou to deliuer me from this im⸗ 
minent danger which Foztune menaceth vs pzcſently,+ moꝛe 
_ earneſffy doe J beſeech you to deliuer me from ” 3 of 
this traitoꝛ which is by me, who againff ail realg 
tie keepeth me pꝛiſoner, and moſt villanoufly off wth t 
and violate my chaſtitic, TUhen we had ordert Mat, with 
all ſpede diligence that we could, (and thatzot without great 
danger) we pulled them out ol their boathfting them aboꝛd 
on our ſhip, ive bꝛought them to the ſhoze: Where the told vt 
vs all the vilany of the traitrous marriner that was with her; 
hab he had abuſed her e her wr acertain genflemi alle

vnto her, which would be long fo rehearſe, But we haue ex- 
empted her from the villaines,x led her to our lodging, where 
the is yet with our wines and daughters, out of all danger to 
fall in the hands of thoſe malicious and dilhoneſt caitiffes that 
were in the boate with her; whome we haue calf into pꝛiſon 
not karre hence, where we will cauſe them ſhoꝛtly to be pu- 
niſhed + chaſtiſed accoꝛding to their deſerts, Steing then that 
ſuch an event happened, (as in like maner moꝛe map happen) 
who is there of vs all that would not, nay that ought not wil⸗ 
lingly to hazard their liues in like danger, to retouer the wel- , 
fare of thoſe that are loſt, and to do god vnto thoſe that are g⸗ 
baſed and afflicted? hen Eugerio my father heard the fiſher. 
ſay ſo,he thought (as J alſo did) that Þ ſame yong Lady might 
haue bene one of his daughters; and although the fiſher could 
not tell vs her name, we hoped neuerthelelle ſhoztly to be re⸗ 
ſolued of our doubt, by reaſon that the Ladie was not farre ol, 
and that the fiſher did lead vs vnto his houle where ſhe was; 
that we might there take our reſt. As we came nter the houſe, 
we heard the women ſing that were within, and we ſo longed 
to ſee the Ladie, that we could ſcarce reach to the houſe in time 
indugh to know what ſhe was. But entring into the lodging, 
the fiſhers wife with her daughters and her mapdes, maruel- 
ling to ſ& what new gueſtes came thither, they all held their 
peace, and left their ſong: and among them did we ler the da⸗ 
moſetl wherect the fiſher had ſpoken, whom we incontinent⸗ 
ly knew, and were of her knowne; fo2 it was my filter Clenar- 
de, who is here pꝛeſent at this time. aud may tell you how ſhe

times in the moꝛning, leauing the Marriners there. Ta be 
ſhoꝛt, we marched, Eugerio, Clenarde, and J, til we reached vn⸗ 


to the temple of Diana, where we ſaw the pallace, where the 
wiſe Ladie Felicia holdeth her reſidence, We beheld the mag⸗ 
mficent building both of the place and of the temple, we ſawe 
the molt pleaſant gardens , the ſumptuous towers, the niolt 
wiſe and diſcreete.Ladic , and many other things that haue ſo 
ſuſpended our minds with admiration and maruell, that Jam 
not able to make rehearſall accoꝛding thereof, Me ſawinlike 
maner the moſt excellent and beantifull nymphs that attend 


an the Lady Felicia; and many other ſhepheards both men and 


mapds, with diuerſe Knights, Gentlemen, Ladies, and Gen⸗ 
tle women, that were come thither to haue their harmes re⸗ 
me died by the ſage Felicia, who had giuen them great coinfoꝛt 
in their loue and nete lſitie. But as concerning vs, the axd and 
helpe which the hath done vs vntill this pꝛeſent, is, that che 
hath kept our father Eugerio by her, willing vs to goe vnto 
theſe quarters, and nor returne vntill we had occaſion to be 
better tõtented. And foꝛ as much as we haue reteiued no ſmall 
contentment and ioy of your life and pzeſence, me tyinke we 


hang ſufficient occaſion offered vs to returne to the ſage Feli

cla, eſpetiallꝑ ſeing-we haue in her company left our aged fas 
ther Wen and delolate, among ſtrangers. J know that it

mpoꝛteth greatlp fo; his comfort, that we ſhould find out our 
ſilker Alcida. But Feing that Foꝛtune in ſo long time hath 
barred vs from vnderſtanding where che is, oꝛ hearing any 
thing of her , | thinke it conuenient that we depꝛiue not our 
father any longer of our company and pꝛeſence. 

After Polydor had ended his diſcourſe , all the companie 
maruelling at the ſtraungenelle of bis and Clenardes aduen- 
fures,comfazted Marcelio, who wept bitterly foꝛ Alcides ſake: 
and aſſwae as his teares would permit him, he recounted vn⸗ 
to Polydor and Clenarde, what had happened vats him ſince he 


ſaw thein lalf, But Iſmenia with the Lady Briſil, Derierio and 


Maffeo, hauing heard the repoꝛt that Polydor made of the lage 


Ladie Felicia, were pꝛicked with a greevie deſtre to arriue to 


the temple of Diana; partly becauſe they withed toe that fa⸗ 
mous Ladp, x partly fo2 that they gathered by the pꝛaiſe which 
Polydor gaue her, foꝛ her diſcretid æ wildom,y they chuld haue 
occaſion to hope foꝛ the redꝛeſle remedy of their harmes. Foz 
they were in great hope, p ſome of them whom they lo diliget⸗ 
ly and painfully ſought foꝛ, either were already among thoſe 
gentlemen, damoſels, x ſhepheards,which Polydor ſaid that he 
had ſeen with the Lady Felicia, oꝛ ſhould be ere long, by means 
ol the ſaid Ladies ſingular wiſe dome and experience, 

The Sun by this time began to fall in the Weſtern plains, 
and thereby was not ſo hote but that Polydor thought god to 
march fozward,p they might in god time reach to the pallace 
of the Lady Felicia. Which liking all the company, they roſe 


all x went on their tourny. They had not gone paſſing a league 
aͤnd a halt, but they met a certain nymph, whom the Lady Fe. 


licafozeknowing the comming of this wozthy companie had 


ſent, to let them know of certain things which ſhe would haue 


them acquainted with befoze they came vnto her, to the ende 
that all things might ſucceed accoꝛding as ſhe thꝛough her in⸗ 
credible wiſdom thought conuenient. Marcelio therfoze with 
the relt of his company,comming to p place where the nymp* 

was, ſaluted her very curtuoullp, as ſhe likewiſe did him tall 
the other Þ were by him,x ken the whither they were going: 
whereunts 
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whereunto they ant werd, that they went towards the temple 
of Diana. She hearing that, ſaid; Foꝛ as much as J can gather 
by the valour # Woꝛthinelle of your perſons, J beleeue y Ladie 
Felicia of whoſe nymphs J am one) wil be very glad of pour tcõ⸗ 
pany, And ſceing p Phocbus doth now begin to pꝛ _ e 102 his 
cuening lodging, 4 the day dzaweth fo an end, J will returne 
home with vou, foꝛ J am allured pe halbe receiued with great 
triumph. They thanked her greatip p ſhe would keep the tom⸗ 
panp.æ went on with her towards the temple. Foꝛ they cöcei⸗ 
ued marnelious hope by her wozvs ;t alth ,ough Polydor 4 Cle- 


they had ſcene her at mong y other apmphs.by reaſon of | p mul- 
titude of p nymps of the lady Felicia, who all of them cbeving 
the commande ment of their ſage lady, are imploied in ſundꝛie 
charges 4 diuerſe plates. Soy Polydor alked this nymph how 
the was called, whereupon ſhe anſwered, her name was Are- 
thea. Clenarde demanded, what ne wes was in the ladies pal⸗ 
lace: She ani{wered,y the cheefeſt newes ' ſhe knew Was, 5 two 
haures beloꝛe her departure from thente, chere arriued a pong 
lady in the habit of a ſhepheard, who being eſpied by an aged 
knight y was at y pꝛeſent with the Lady Felicia, was knowne 
to ve his daughter ; i that. foꝛ becauſe ſhe had a long time gone 
aſtray thꝛough moſt parts of the wozld , p aged knight her fa- 
ther was ſo topfull of her arrtuall,y the rumoꝛ of that pong la⸗ 
dies Foꝛtune was ſpꝛcad thꝛcugh all the vilages about p tem⸗ 


ple of Diana. Marceho liſtning altentinclp to theſe wo:des; 


;arevliy deſiring to know whether y Latic ſhe ſpake of were 
isdcare Alcida : could not but interrupt the nymphs as the 
econ go loʒward in the relation of her newes, 4ſo he aſked 
her how p'aged knight was called, Unleſle mp memoꝛie faile 
meſanſwerepthe nymp!; Arechea)he is:ealled Euger 10nd his 
daughter is named A ſcida.

he could not viter one wozd moꝛe, but fel down on the ground 
wholly aſtoniſhed, ec Ladie Brifil, Ifmenia, and Clenarde, 
flacked about him fo incourags him, and did io much pꝛeuaile, 
that he came to himſelſe agains. In the meanc time, Polydor 
and Clenarde, were maruellous ispfull at that newes, leeing 
that all their miſfoztunes ſhould take end by the comming of 
their ſiſter Alcida. Maffeo, Perierio, aud the Lady Briſil, with 
Iſmenia, were likewiſe glad fo; Marcelios fake, & hoped likes 
wiſe, that as the Ladie Felicia had wꝛought his bliſſe , ſo ſhe 
would likewiſe being moued with compaſſion of their miſe 
ries, redꝛeſſe their griefe, Iſmenia deſirous to heare ſomethir 
of her huſband Lexander, ſaide to Arethee, Faire Nymph. « 
was maruellouſly Well contented , and recetued great toy . 
heare of the general gladneſſe that is in the Ladies pallace, by 
reaſon of the arriuall of the Lady Alcida: but pet I ſhould con⸗ 
cetue moze perfite pleaſure, if it would pleaſe you to tell me 
what ſhepheard of account there is at this pꝛeſent in the pal⸗ 
lace. Arethee anſwered, vou ſhall finde diuerſe ſhepheards of 
account, whoſe names J remember not, yet two oz ther 
know abaue the reſt. There is one ſhepheard called Petulca, 

, of whom the Ladie Felicia maketh great account ok, fo; his wit 
and chaſtitie. Beſides, there is a ſh*pheard called Philorenus, 
Whoſe pzeſence pleaſeth the Lady Felicia as much. The Kad 
Briſil hearing Petulca named, marueled to know how he came 


derſtand ol him, when you come to the pallace, cõcerning thoſe 
two filters , which J pꝛomiſe pou are wonderfull ſtraunge. 
Straunge they are in d&d (quoth Briſil) if you knew all faire 
nymph. Uerely A belœue (quoth Arethee) that you are ay = 5

Iſmemia although ſhe heard not that her beloued Lexan- 
der was among the other ſhepheards which Arethee had na- 
med, yet fo that the heard that the Lady Briſil had heard ſom- 
thing concerning her matters, ſhe toke the moze heart in her 
own cauſe,and was glad foꝛ the poꝛe diſtrefſed Dutches ſake, 
vping that ſhe Chould receiue comfozt of the Ladie Felicia. 

Maffeo & Perierio who had heard nothing of their Ladies, 


heard befoze, - 
Now as this woꝛthy company being conuoped by Arethee 
the nymph, came into a faire large place which was befoze 
the gate of the pallace, they ſawe a moſt valiant Dame come 


ſeas; when NEneas ſailed towards Latium. Arethee eſpying 
her, aduertiſed all the tompanie that it was the Ladie Felicia 
And the thꝛer nymphs Doride, Cynthia, and Poly dora. And ap- 
pꝛoaching nere vnto her, fell downe to her fete and ſaluted 
her, as in like manner Marcelio with the reſt of his company 
did, in all ſubmilſe and humble manner, Felicia ſtrmed to be 
wonderfully pleaſant foz their arriuall, and ſpake vnto them 

with a moſt cheerfull conntenance,ſaying, Wozthie Knights, 

„ Aadies, and notable ſhepheards, howbeit that the pleaſure 
which J take in this your pzeſence is great, pet that content 
which you ſhall reape by mine ſhalbe no leſſe. But fozalmuch 

as you are ouertrauelled by reaſon 4 pour weariſome tourny,

go now; take your reſt, and fo2get your ſozrowes; ſceing that 
the one cannot be wanting vnto you in my houſe, and Jam 


to take care foꝛ the other, by meanes of myſktll, They than- 
ked her moſt humbly, and finally toke their leaue ok her; but 


the cauſed Polydor and Clenarde to ſtaie with her, ſaying ſhe 


had ſomething to ſay vnto them : but the others were ledde 


by Arethee, to a ſive plate place of the palace where they were 
feaſted that night, and pꝛouided of all things neceſſarie foz 
their cheriſhment and reſt. This houſe was ſo ſumptuous 
and magnificent, garniſhed with ſuch rich moueables, and 
be autified with ſuch pleaſaunt and delightfull garde ines, 02- 


chards, riuers and fountaines, that there is nothing compa- 


rable to the excellencie thereof. 


Marcelio, Maffeo, Perierio, with Iſmenia and the Ladie 
Briſil, were lodged in that part of the pallace , which abutted 
vpon the gardeine, in ſundꝛie chambers being hanged with 
tloth of gold and moſt pꝛetious tapiſtrie wzought with ad⸗ 
mirable cunning. Supper was pꝛepared fo2 them moſt mag⸗ 
nificently, and it was ſerued vp vnto them in veſſels of golde 


and chꝛiſtall. And when the night was appꝛoached and bed 
time at hand, they were laid on ſuch god and eafte bꝛds, that 
how be it their bodies were werried by trauell, vet the ſolt⸗ 
neſſe of the delicate vowne , with the hope which Felicia had 
Niuen them, pꝛouoked them eo a moſt pleaſant and ſ wert ſleep, 


On the other ſide, the Ladie Felicia with Polydor and Clenar- 


de, (whome ſhe willed to make no menton of the arriuall of 
Marcelio and the reſt of his companie) went into one of her 
molt pleaſant gardeines , wyere Fugerio walked alone, his 
daughter Alcida onely being by him: who although the vet 
had on the ſame ſhepheardlike apparell that the did weare af 


her firſt comming there, neuertheleſſe was incontinentip 


knowne ok her bꝛother and ſiſter, Polydor and Clanarde. It 
were impolſible foz me to expꝛeſle the ioy which olde Eugerio 
made foꝛ the happie meeting of all his childꝛen whome he lo 
derrly loued, imbꝛacing them one after the other, 4 welcom⸗ 
ming Polydor ang Clenarde with flouds of teares flowing out

of his aged eyes. Alcida greatly welcommed Polydore her 
bother, and Clenarde her ſiſter, but farre moze affectionately 
cheriſhed him then Clenarde,imagining that ſhe had purpoſe- 
ly gone away with Marcelio, and left her alone and diffreſ- 
ſed in the deſart and lolttarie Ille of Formentera, ag you haue 
heard befo2e, 98 
But the Ladie Felicia intending fo vnfold theſe erronrs 
and make the cauſe thereofknowne vnto Alcida, deſiring to 
end thetr wonderfull miſfoztunes, and reftoze them to the 
bleſſed eſtate they were in befoze they committed themſelues 
to cruell Neptune, fo ſaile towardes the hauen of Lyibone, 
Here to celebꝛate the concluded marriage, in pzeſence of the 
Tuſttan Ring their ſoueraigne; ſhe ſpake vnto Alcida in this 
TY Poſt noble and beautifull Alcida, notwithſtanding that 
Foꝛtune hath bene ſo great an enemie vnto you in afflicting 
vou with ſo many troubles and verations , yet cannot you de⸗

time, met togither in the garden, where ſitting by a fountain 
_ befoze the chambers where the Ladp Brifil was lodged with 
Iſmenia, Marcelio, Perierio and Maffeo, be: in one to plap on 
the Uute, another on the Cithzen, the third, on the 1Bandoza, 
cthers on their Flutes, and ſome ſung pꝛick ſong; inſomuch 
that with their £Puſicke thepawaked the Lady Briſil, who 
called Iſmenia, x ſhe knocked vp Perierio 8 the other knights 
that late in the chambers aboue her. LA ho all of them leaning 
in their windowes,altheugh they might not ſer all thoſe that 
ite at the fountaine , by reaſon of certaine {awzell trees that 
grew about it, vet becauſe it was ſo neare fo their chambers, 
chey could heare all what they ſaid, They therfoze liſtned ve- 
rie attentiuelp each of them, Maffeo whether he might heare 
the voice cf Eleonora, (foꝛ he hoped greatly that as the Lady 
Felicia had wꝛitten vnto him as well as vnto Marcelio, that 
therefoze in ike manner, Eleonora ſhould haue bene arriued 
at the pallace as well as Alcida ; notwithſtanding that the 
nywph Arethee had not made any mention of her,) and Mar- 
cello, whether he might heare his Alcida. As foz Perierio he 
toud not hope to ſe the Lady whom he loued, and therefoze 


fotozget his ph. taſies by the pleaſant muſicke of thoſe that 
were inthe gar „ # to paſle the time in be holding the beau- 
tie of diuerſe Ladies and ſhepheards which were there. The 
Ladie Briſil harkened whether Petulca the ſhepkeard ſung, to 
k. ion whether he had heard any thing of Periander. But II- 
menia being ſozely diſcomfozted becauſe Arethee the nymph 
had not named Lexander , when ſhe aſked what ſhepheards 
were in the pallace, thought ſure that he was not among them 
that were by the fountaine: but ſhe had better lucke then ſhe 
wiſt of, Foz incontinently che heard a ſhepheard, Who fitting 
alone, after he had ſounded his Cozne-muſe, beganne thus to 
"romplaine to himſelfe.

themſelues at the table. J will not here declare what Lozvly 
cherc was made them, noꝛ how magnificently they were ſcrs 


ued by thoſe beautifull nymphs , noꝛ yet with what pꝛetious 


and ſumptuous veſſels their meate was bzought to the bod ; 


but this wil J only ſay, that the beauty of the guetts, the coun- 
tenante of the Ladie pꝛeſident, the ſight ofthe nymphes, the 
ſweineſſe of the muſicke,the delicaten eſſe of the fare,the pleas 


lantnelſſe of the bower, the gaineſſe of the garden, 4 in a wozd, 
the incomparable excellencie of things there pꝛeſent, was ſul⸗

There might vou haue ſerne the Ladie welcome her guelle

the whole bw2d, that ſhe had rather haue miſſed hercatesthen 
ber compante.

Malorena. Neither did Petulca now muſe on his lone Sybil, 
whom he lo earneſtly woed, the being but Sybil in counters 
feyt diſſembling, alias called Periander , a man as fit to plate 
the waer, as Petulca himſelfe. Neither didnow Philorenus 
(the other ſhepheard that was there, and was named by the 
Nymph Arethee, vnto Iſmenia,being aſked what ſhepheards 
of account there were inthe pallace, of which Philorenus, we 
hall haue occaſion to ſay moze hereafter) complaine ol his ill 
hap; noz any of all the other gentlemen oz ſhepheares that 
were there, did bewaile oz lament their miſfoztunes, Foz 
the heauenly harmonie of the muſicke which vinerſe of the 
nymphs made when dinner was ſerued, ſome playing on the 
Bandoza, ſome on the Uirginall,. ſome ſounding. their Coz- 
nets, others their Cozne-mulſes , others their Harpes, others 
the Cithzen, others the Lute , others the Gittren, others 
blowing their Futes, others the Netoꝛder, and diuerſe other 
inſtruments that would be tw long to name, ſo rauiſhed their 
ſences, that they thinking themſelues to be in ſome earthly 
paradite, could not but be delighted, and barred euen from all 
thought and imagination of diſcontent... 
Tuhe mulſicke ended, the thꝛer cherleſt Nymphs, Doride,

both vndutikull and tmgratefull. If therfoze it will plcaſc you 
to giue attention to my ſpeeche , J will as bziefly as J may 
(nat tobe tedious vnto vou) vnfolde the occaſion ol my tra⸗ 
uell, and acquaint you with the ſtraunge effects of my loꝛtune 
euen from my childhood. 
Briſil ſeeing Philorenus addꝛeſſe himſelſe fo tell his tale, win⸗ 
ked vnto Marcelio-and Iſmenia; who walked here with his 
Alcida, andthe with her Lexander, and they being teme vn⸗ 
to her, hee tolde them of Philorenus his intent, which they

farre from them, ' thzongh the Whole kingdame of Aragon fo; 


many faire poſſeſſions, ſo nature had beauliſled their perſons 


with comelinefſe, and the geds indie their mindes with the 
heauenlp influence of wiſedome3ſiberalifie, modeſtie, gentle⸗ 
neffe; cyaſtitie, 4 manyother vertuous qualities, which made 
them fumous about all their neigybours. But Foztune who 


continuallp enuieth the happe of thoſe that be moſt addicted to 


pietie, either willing to trie the perfection ok their vertuous 
conſtitution, 02 rather intending to duerthꝛow their honeſt 
diſpoſition. began to lowꝛe andfrowne on the god and luckie 
eſtate in which my father and mother liued, hauing ffoze of 

wealth + no other charge but me: J being about two oz thee 
peares of age. Fo2 it happened that occaſſonofwarres and diſ⸗ 
coꝛd growing betwerne the Kings of Argon and Caſtile, both 


their Armies were encamped by our village, in ſo much that 


my parents and moſt of their neighbours, to auoyd the loſſe 
they were like to ſullaine by the incurſion ol their enemies, 


| thought beſt to leaue their countrey habitation till the time 


changed, and toſoiourne in ſome of the nextcities til the wars 
were ended, To bꝛing which thing to paſſe, my father ſpjedi- 


ly trauelled towards the citie Turgonua, there to pꝛouide ſome 
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Aduentures in Lone. 
the che charlelt farmers and huſband men foz ther pꝛiſoners, 
ſetting them each one at luch a rate o2 ſumme of money foz 
their ranſome, as they thought them able to paie, accoꝛding to 
the ſubFance and wealth which they iudged them to haue. In 
ſo much that one of their Captaines entering into our houſe 
and aſking foꝛ my father, the mayds anſwered that he was in 
the Citie, but he not be leuing them, ranne into all coꝛners of 
the houle to ſee whether hee were not hidden in ſome ſecrete 
place; and as he raunged vpand downe though all the cham⸗ 
bers, at length he found my mother lying vnder one of p ſhep- 
heards beds, and pulling her out by the hand, when he ſaw the 
detent pꝛopoztion of her bodie, the comclineſſe of her face, and 
granitie ol her countenance,he was on the ſodaine fo ſnared in 
the net of fanſie, that he felt hunſelk not a conquerour, but con⸗ 
guered and ſpalte vnto her in this oꝛder. Beautifull matrone 
foꝛ A perteiue pou are the miſtreſſe ofthis houſhold) the plea⸗ 
ſant weapons where with vou fight, haue giuen me ſuch a ſw⸗ 
thing wound, chat although it haue penetrated the verp depth

number ok thole that this dap boaſt of victozie, yet J am foꝛted 
to canlelle, that Foꝛtune hath not a litle fauoured me, in that 
it was my hap to be ouertome by ſo werte an enemy as your 
ſelle. Feare not therefoze werte, foꝛ Jam not come hither to 
bo ther oꝛ thy family any wꝛong, but to do thee pleaſure & ſer⸗

dame, J beſcech you do not afflict your ſelfe,ſeing vou haue no 
caule, foz where you ſee among your ne ighboꝛs not one eſcape

” The troubleiome and hard — 
the furie af the ſouldier, who ſpoyleth them ok all their ſh, 
Kance:; of their rewels,. of tyair cattaile, of their beaſteg, of 
their deareſt houſhdld ſtnffe, burneth their houles, taketh the 
patrones pꝛiſoners, and plagueth them with all kind of war; 

like iniurie; vou contrarilie haue not ſo much as a bꝛome⸗ 
ſtaffe remoued out of your houſe, And although pour huſband 
were here as it lermeth he is not, yet ſhould he not haue one 
haire of his head impaired, Foz whatſoener J pꝛomiſe, 3 
Iweare vnto you by the faith of a Gentleman and ſouldiour, 
that I will perfozme no leſſe. And therefoze J pzay you ceaſe 
from werping, t waſhnot your cheeks with your teares,bathe 
not your ſelfe in water which is pꝛotured with ſo much griefe, 
All this could not perſuade my wofull mother to gine duer 
her ſozrow, oz to ſlacken her griefe; fo2 ſhe well knew that 
when the @yzens ſing molt (weetly, they intend moſt harme; 
that when the fowler whilleth moſtpleaſantly, he wiſheth the 
birds moſt miſery; and that the fore neuer pꝛaiſed the hennes, 
but when he aimedat the cocke; and ſo ſhe did moꝛe then mil: 
doubt that theſe woꝛds ol the captain intended to no other pur⸗ 
pole but to crop the blome of her honeſtie, and to become lo2 
of her beautie . The conſideration wherof,fo plighted her with 
exceving ſozrow, that ſhe ceaſednot from weeping foz all the 
taptaines pꝛattle, no2 dained to gine him one wozdinanſwer 
ta his ſavings. Neuertheleſle he boze her frowardneſle ſo pa-

30 the meane while the King of Cale (who in pꝛopper 
perſon had purſned his enemy our King, Who hauing reached 
to the walles ol the Citie, was freed by the helpe ol the can⸗ 
non which fozbadthe enemy to appzoach neare) returning a⸗ 
gaine thꝛough our village, being weary, and ſ&ing no houſe 
that liked him ſo well as ours, (foz the moſt part of our neigh 
bours houſes were burned) lighted from his hozſe andente- 
red into the hall, where he found the captaine by my mother, 
who wept ſo bitterly that it might haue moned any heart to 
tompaſſion. But the King maruelling to ſee her in ſuch a wa⸗ 
full caſe, and pet marked that her houſe was ſo trimme, and 
All things in as god oꝛder as if no ſoulpiers had bene neare it, 
aſked the Captaine what the woman ailed. J, ſozie of the 
Kings er yet ſeing there was noremedyſith it chan- 


ueraign (quoth he)it was my hap to light on this 

F > where ut my entrie, J found this Matrone being mis 
ſtreſſe of this family , and beholving her beautie and modeſt 
plight, J fozced my leite to giue over the rigoꝛous entreat⸗ 
ment of warre, and to vſe her accoꝛding to her deſerts, whoſe 
| rauitieand comely grace hath pꝛiuiledged her from the fury 
nn my ſouldiers, in lo much that they haue not by me bene al- 
E d to do her the leaſt damage that may be. Pet notwith- 
anding doth ſhe -wepe and make ſuch griefe as if ſhe were 
wozle vled then all the reſt ol her neighbours , that haue not 
only loft their gods bitt al ſo their huſbands and childzen , yea 
Md their honeſtie being violatedand rauiſhedby the common 
geirrt fouldiers, Lherefoze mightie conquerour, what 
heapleth oz what cauſe ſhee hath to take on in this manner, 
eth my diuination to conicdure. Thy then (quoth the 
— pzay ther vir lde ouer thy taptiue vnto me, and I will 
Rue ther twochcefeli noble men captiues of the King ol ro- 
gen, that J haue ta ken in this flight, in lie w of her: and let me 
1 J cannot find better means toflake her gr icf and 
beocure hix folate then thon halt don. As they were bu alt 


Wr ofcaptives,news was bzought,$ the even & n 
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tompanie, in ſo much that our men had no hope to win the ca- 

ſtle, and ſo departed towards the citie; which my father twke 
very heauly,ſceing he was cut from his wife; and ſo he retur- 
ned home very mournfully, imagining and inuenting hob he 
might haue my mother againe and redeeme her from captiui⸗ 
tie , though it ſhould haue coſt him all whatſocuer he might 
make with ſale of his gods. Pet his hope was but ſmall to 
get her againe foꝛ any pꝛice, ſ&ing the mayds and ſeruants of 
the houſe had told him how ſhe was caried away by the kings 
command, and declared vnto him how all things were paſſed 
touching the friendly hoſtilitie of the Captaine, the Kings de- 
maund, the chaunging of taptiues, and all other things that 

concerned the carrying away of their miftreſſe, 

In the meane time my mother, whom the Ring of Caſtile 
ſolicited to diſhoneſtie, was moſt miſerably tozmented e grͤ⸗ 
ned, that her foꝛtune was ſo aduerſe as to be in the handes of 
him that might foꝛte her to do that which he pleaſed, though 
the lawes both ol God, nature, and the country, were contra- 
ry vnto if, But ſhe purpoſed rather to die then toconſent to 

his leaud wil, and to eſteme moze of her chaſtifie,then his fa- 
uour,though ſhe were but a baſe perſon and he a Ring; loth to 
chaunge her honeſtie foꝛ his kingdome. Pet the fozeſaid Caps 
tain perteiuing that my mother was ſo greuouſly vered with 
ſoꝛow foz her captiuitie, came vnto her as painilyas he might, 
and comfo2ted her as much as he could, pzomiſing that if ſhe 
would truſt him, he woldreleaſe her from her impꝛiſonment, 
and bzing her home to her houſe o2 where the pleaſed, This, 
Although it did not a litle moderate my mothers griefe, yet 
the fearedleaſt ſhe ſhould not ſo much be delinercd out of her 
miſerie, as chaunge the kinde of her calamitie, and ſhunning 
one gulphe, ſhe miſdoubted to fall into another, accozving to

 Incida in ſyllam cupiens vitare Charybdim,which cauſed her 
fo bery doubtful in deliberation, not knowing what ſhe might 
beſt do in that her great perplexitie. Nenertheleſſc conſide⸗

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abuſed but by a Captain, where otherwiſe ſhe ſhould remaine 
ſubied to the luſt and ryot of a King; making caſe of the vice, 
and not regarding the perſons,the reſolued to follow the Cap- 
taines counſell, thinkuig that it might as well pꝛoue foz her 
benefit as contrarily , where if ſhe remained with the King, 
ſhe could not hope loꝛ amendment, ſeeing luſt cannot be quen- 
ched by vertue, but rather enflamed and ſtirred vp to further 
wickedneſſe, The Captaine hearing her willing to vle his 
help, told her that the King intended the next day alter to ride 
to another caſtle where ho purpoſed to muſter his Army and 
to beſiege the citie Targonna, hut ment to let him be as chiefe 
gouernour of the caſtle ; thcrefoze he willed her to faine that 
ſhe was extreemly ſicke, and to peeld the King a plealantcoun- 
tenance at his departure, beſeeching him to leane her there to 
reſt ſering ſhe was ill af eaſe, 4 pꝛomiſing him that ſhe would 
be readte her health recouered, fo doe his Maieſtie any plea- 
ſure and ſeruice it might pleaſe him to commannd her. And 
then (quoth the Captaine) it you do but obtain ſo much of him, 
let me alone foꝛ the reſt. She thanking him loꝛ his great des 
ſertes towardes her, pꝛomiled to vſe the matter ſo, that ſhe 
doubted not but to obtaine ſo much of the King, as (fo be 
thozt) the did. Foz the King marched with his bands and left 
her to the keping of this Captaine, who being appointed ge- 
nerall of the Caſtle, that night came vnto my mother and 
bꝛought her one of his ſutes of appartell, willing her ſecrets 
ly to put it on her, and to come to his Chamber aſſwone as 
ſhe was readie : which ſhe did, and was no ſoner come, but 
he commaunded the watch to let downe the bzidge and open 
the gates, foz that he minded himſelfe, onely accompanied 
with one Gentleman, to make the ſtoutwatch, and to eſpie 
whether the enemy were avout the Caffle , oz had ſent ante 
ſpies to learne whether the Bing were there, oꝛ to knowe 
what they went about, The watch foꝛced to obey their chiefe 
Gouernour, though they thought it but little pollicie, not- 
wit hſtanding that he might be thought venturous, in daring 
to pndertake tat ſeruice which moſt common ſouldiers ſerke 
| o 
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to put bye, they did as their Gauernour tommaunded, and 
let him goe fozth with his companion, whome they knew 
not. 

The Captaine and my mother being out ol the Cattle, 
ſweare there, that he would foz her ſake neuer enter into the 
ſame againe, oꝛ ſerue the Ring his ſoueraigne any longer, but 
after he had ledde her home to her huſband, he would ſerke his 
foztune in ſome ſtraunge countrey where he might be freed 
from the harme that might enſue by reaſon of the kings an⸗ 
ger and indignation againſt him, carrying my mother away 
from him. Which the marking wept bitterly , that ſo vali⸗ 
ant a Captaine and wozthie a Gentleman ſhould be depziued 
ok all his wealth and ſubſfance, yea of that great honour and 
credit which by his vertue and pꝛowelle he had won among 
all his countrey-men both in the Court and in the Campe foz 
her ſake, But he moſt kindly pꝛaped her to content her ſelfe, 
and not to care foz him; foz ſo he nught doe her pleaſure, and 
fo ſhe might by his meanes eniop her content and wiſhed des 
fire, he ſhould be ſatiſfied, ſeeing he deſired nothing ſo much 
as her bliſſe, and pꝛoteſting that bis chiefeſt kelicitie conli- 
ſed onely in her pꝛoſperitie. 

- hee greeued foz nothing ſomuch, as that ſhe wiſt not how 
the might wozthily recompence his deſerts could not be pati⸗ 
: fied, but wept continually, not caring foꝛ her ſelfe, but ſoz⸗ 
rowing that the god and valtant night had abandoned all, 
foz to reſtoze her to her fozmer libertie, and to free her from 

"diſhoneſtte. 

But by this they arriued af the village where my father 
was not, noz any perſon in the woꝛlde in our houſe; fo2 my 
father thought not that he might lalelyſtaie in his own houſe, 
fo2 feare leaſt he ſhould be watched foz,and by the King of Ca. 
fiiler command, be llain by the enimy. But he had put away all 
his ſeruants & taken me with him, inſomuch that we were in 


acertainſhepheards houſe ſomthing far from the vilage which 


was burned, where no man durft dwell.The captain therkeze 
k my mother, entering the houle 4 finding no man,maruelled 
Aa 2 greatly, 
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ped the Kings fury, but that we were both llaine: which bad 
tydings greeued my mother in ſuch ſoꝛt, that vnleſſe the god 
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greatly, and by my mothers entreatie, departed thence to- 


wards the citie T7 «rgo»»a,where ſhe made great enquirte foz 
my father and me, but they could not hear of vs. But you mult 
note by the way, that the Captaine had changed his apparell 
and put on a ſhepheards garment, and my mother likewiſe 
putoffher mans wed k attired her ſelfe accoꝛding to her lex, 
And within two oz th2ee daics after they had bene in the citie, 
they chaunced to light on a certaine ſhepheard whom my mo- 
ther knew, and who knew my parents as well as any of all 
dur vilage. Of this ſhepheard did my mother vnderſtand, that 
the King of Caſtile returning to the caſtle where he had left 
her, and finding her abſent,and the general gouernour, whom 
he would haue truſted with a greater chage,was ſo enraged, 
that he hanged the Captain ofthe watch foz letting him fozth; 
and marching with his whole Army towards our village,he 
deſtroyed all that he met with, and put all;the country men he 
could finde to the edge of his (wo2d, ſparing neither man, wo⸗ 
man, noꝛ childe. This ſhepheard told my mother, that foz as 
much as he had ſerne my father and me in a litle cottage adioy- 
ning to our village, he thought certainly that we had not eſta⸗ 


knight had perſeuered in his comfoztable conſolations, ſhe had 
either died foz ſozrow,o2 ended her griefe by finiſhing her life 
with her owne handes, On the other ſide, myfather who by 
god foꝛtune being fozewarned of the Kings furious comming 


to the village, eſcaped the danger which he was like to incur; 


but when hee heard of the pꝛoclamation which was made 


 thzoughout all the country by the Kings command, xc. That 


whoſoener could bzing him the head of the ſame ſtrumpet 


which refuſing to be his concubine , had by her diſhoneſt en- 


ticements enchanted the heart of Don Aluares de Bazora, one 


of his cherfeſt Captaines in his warres (foz ſo was the god 


Captaine called) and be witched him to loue her, t carry her a⸗ 
way from her huſband,ſhould haue all the linings that belon⸗ 
ged oz appertained to the fozeſaiv Don Aluaro. J ſap, when my 


fath 
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- father had heard this pꝛoclamation, thinking that my mo- 
ther was guilty of the crime ſhe was accuſed of, and ſuppoſing 
that ſhe had changed her pꝛaiſed chaſtitie info wantonnefſe,he 
thought that ſhe had allured the knight to leaudnefſe, which 
fo greued him, that after he had largely and lamentably com⸗ 
plained of her dillopaltie, he toke me by the hand and departed 
out of Aragon pꝛeſenily, trauelling towardes /:a/y, where in 
the kingdome of Naples in a ccrtaine village called Cinqueni, 
he purpoſed to liue the remanent ot his life, Jn the mean time 
it chanced that the Kings of Aragon and Caſtils, ſeeing they 
could not by warre become Lo2d the one over the other, they 
'roncludeda wiſhedand durable peace among their countries, 
making a perpetuall league of friendſhip betweene the ſayd 
kingdomes of Arag» and Caſtile. In ſo muth that the Ring 
of Caſtie returned to his country with his whole Army; and 
in ſhoꝛt ſpace were the vilages and townes that had bene ſac- 
ked e burned newly built vp again, and all the inhabitants of 
the country returned home to their houſes, Py mother there⸗ 
foze deſircus to know whether my father was ſlaine oꝛ no, re⸗ 
turned to our village with the Knight, to enquire foz my fas 
ther and me, but no man could tel her any newes of vs. In ſo 
much that ſhe verily thought that he was dead, k J likewiſe, 
She liued in that ſtate yet thꝛer oz foure moneths; which time 
being expired, the Captaine made earneſt ſute vnto her in re⸗ 
ward ol his ſeruice and faithfulneſſe, ſering her huſband was 
dead, to take him fo her hulband, wearing and pꝛoteſling that 
he would be as loyali vnto her as any man in the woꝛld might 
be vnto his wife. She acknowledging that he deſerued moze 
then he requeſted pet loth fo ſon to mary again, did dꝛiue him 
of as long as ſhe could, till at length not able to gainſay his 
lawfull regueſt, ſhe married her ſcife vnto him, and to the end 
that ſhe might foꝛget her fozmer deceaſed huſband the better 
(thinking it but meer trouble to be combzed with the remem⸗ 
b:ance of her de ad huſband being remarried, ſhe and her nw 
buſband went to ſome boꝛdering towne of Caf/e, Where they 
remained foure peares, having a childe the fiſt yeare named 
3 — Plilorenus, 
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The troubleſome and har d 
Philorenus, at my mothers requeſt, ſhe being deſirous fo haue 
a new Philorenus, ſeeing ſhe had loſt the other. Pou mult in 
like maner note, that the Captaine ſith the firſt houre that he 
departed out of the Caftle with my mother, named himlelf as 
my father was called (to wit Coreandro)to the endphe might 
be vnknowne; which name he reteined as long as he lined, 
Thus they hauing liued as J ſaid) foure yeere in the boꝛ⸗ 
ders of Caſtile, certaine mutinies riſing in the towne of their 
abode, about the ſtrangers that lined in the ſame place, they 
left that towne and went into [:4/y, thinking the farther they 
went from Caſtile, the moze they ſhouldfree themſelues from 
the daunger that might enſue, if they ſhould be knowne, In 
this voyage my mother, either by the neceſſitte of her defi 
nies, oꝛ the labour of her troubleſome tourney fell ſicke, and 
paſſed her fatall dap in a certaine village of /-a/y,Ber huſband 
the Captaine, though he lo impatienfly toke the death of his 
dere wife, foz whome he had bꝛought himlſelfe into all theſe 
troubles, that he curſed the Fates, and blaſphemed the Goss, 
fo; ending her life, and not rather his owne : pet after ſhe was 
buried, he toke his ſonne and trauelled on his iournep inten⸗ 
ding to palle oner his life in ſolitarie manner, admitting no 
occaſion of toy oz recreation, but onely ſuch as he might enioy 
by the company of his vong ſonne, whom nature had left him 
as a pledge of remembꝛante of her whome he lo extreemly lo⸗ 


- ned, And it was his his lucke to ſoiourne in the lame vilage, 


which my father and J dwelled in, being called Cinquem, 
as J haue befoze mentioned. Where this Captaine with his 
pong Philorenus, and my father with his allo, remained one 
foztnight the one not knowing of the other. Which ſpace of 
fourteene daies being fulfilled, the King of /V ap/es ſent two 
thouſand men foburne the ſame village, and flaie all the inha- 
bitants thereof,foz what reaſon I cannot now ſo wel temem⸗ 
ber, æ ſeœing it makethnot foz my purpoſe,J wil not ſtand vpõ 
it any longer: but let you know how v my father hauing had 
ſome fozeintelligece of the kings intent (as many moze of our 


_ neighbours did, among whome J place the captaine my mo⸗ 
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thers ſecond huſband) and therefoze thought beſt toflic vnto 
ſeme other place; yet the kings command being ſomthing ha⸗ 
ſ1ip put in execution, it happened that my father with all the 
reſt were ſo ſodeinly aſſaulted in p night time, that they were 
compelled to leape cut of their beds in their ſhirts and ſo take 
their fiight,leanng all p they had behind them; inſomuch that 
neither my father had leiſure to take me with him, noꝛ þ Cap⸗ 
tain to ſaue his Philorenus. Pet was our luck ſuch, that though 
o child cſcaped vntime lp death, ret we the one not knowing 
the other, found niercy at the ſonidicrs hands, that were ſent 
to execute the kings pleaſure. Foz they taking pitie vpon vs, 
theugbt it was then a ſacrilcvae to kill vs ſeeing we were ſo 
pong, t by the diſpoſit!on of our bodies, ſeemed verp likely to 

20ue comecly men. In ſo much that we were both of vs pꝛiui⸗ 
ledged from death, and carried to the citie of Vap/es.J byacer- 
faine captains iheic hap it was to light on me, and the other 
Philorenus, by a St rgiant, who ſeeing his father was fled, ran 


towards him to bathe his ſwoꝛd in the poꝛe innocent childes 


blood, fo2 ſpight that his father had by fitght eſcaped his furte: 
and comming nr him, hearing him cry, his choler turned in⸗ 
to affection, ſhe ſo loued the child being about thꝛeꝛ yeers and 
a halte old) that he hauing neither wifc noꝛ childe, intended to 
carry him to Vap/es,+ to bʒing him vp as his vwn ſonne. To be 
choꝛt, we liued in Naples ſeuen yEres, and pet had no knows 
ledge the one of the other. 
An the mean time, z ſhall entreat you{moſt excellent pꝛin⸗ 
telle, and ye woꝛthy gentlemen and ſhepheards) to mark by the 
wap, that as we were both a like in name, ſo we were in like 
manei ſo like one the other in fauour, in plight cf the bodie, in 


colour of haire, ⁊ in voice, that it was impolſible {y the tunge⸗ 
ment of the cye to dilterne the one from the other, when J bad 


atteined to the eighteenth verre of my age, and th: other Phi- 
lorenus to the filter nth rere of his age; at which tune he was 
fuliy as tall as J, and in growth reached to the full pꝛopoꝛtion 
of length and thickneſle that 3 was of. The realon vihcrcof 
was, that we both atte ine d to our full bigucſſe at 14. retcs of 
dur age, in ſa much that when he reached to lourtarc rœres, 
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he was fully in bigneſſe equal vnto me. Therefoze this being 
committed to memozie,you ſhall know that after Jhaddwel- 
led thꝛer yeares in Naples with the Captaine that bꝛought me 
thither, it chanced that the ſame captain marrping the daugh- 
ter of a certaine Knight of great account, celebꝛated the feaſt 
of his wedding in very ſolemne maner. Foz not only the cher ⸗ 
feſt noble men of the conntrey were inuifed thereto, but the 
King himſelfe alſo, who diſdatned not in pꝛoper perſon to ho- 
nour my mailkers wedding day. The ceremomes ofthe mar- 
riage being finiſhed accoꝛding to cuſtome, in memoꝛie of Hy- 
mæneus, there was a moſt ſumptuous banquet made readie 
foꝛ the king andthoſe nobles that were miniſtred. And it came 
to paſſe, that the king caſting his eye vppon me (who among 
my other fellowes ſerued my maiſters gueſts at that feaſt) li⸗ 
ked me ſo well, that he aſked the captain whether J was of his 
affinitie oz kindzed? The captaine anſwering that J was no 
kin vnto him, but that he eſtermed of me as of his ſonne, in 
in that a father can but giue life to his ſon as he had done vnto 
me, ſewing vnto the King where he had me, and how h& 
bzought me from the village ¶ inqueni. The Ring glad that he 
had ſaued ſuch a pꝛoper ladde from ſo vnhappie and perempto- 
rie death, pꝛaied my maiſter to reſigne ouer the title he had 
of me vnto him, pꝛomiſing that it ſhould both be foꝛ his p2ofit 
and my welfare. Lo make fewe woꝛds, of a captaines boye, I 
became a Rings Page; and that day taking leaue of my olde 
mailter,J went to the Court, where J lo ſerued the King that 
could not but pleaſe him; in ſv much that his Maieſtie loued 
me as derlyas if J had bene ſome noble perſonage, ſuffering 
me to want nothing, allotting me no wozſe company then his 
obne ſonne, being about the lame age that J was of, who al⸗ 
fected me as if J had bene his naturall bꝛather. Thus J lined 
in this happie eſtate about two peares, till oꝛtune remem⸗ 
bing that ſhe had bꝛought me to the vpper end of her whele, 
began to thꝛeaten me, the hapleſſe downfall from all felicitie, 
into the depth and pꝛokunditie of aduerſitie; wiſhing me no 
better lucke then my parentes had had in their time, * 
. the 
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the had at the firſt gladded me with ſuch god hap, thereby to 
make me the moꝛe impatient to ſuffer her croſſe, and malici⸗ 
ous entreatments in time to come. Foz it is a thing moſt ter⸗ 
taine , that among all men that are oppꝛeſſed with aduerſitie, 
none can ſo ill away with their miſhap as they that whilome 
liued in great pꝛoſperitie. But leaſt J digreſſe from the mat⸗ 
ter, know that the Ring hauing had intelligence by certaine 
marchants out of Perſſa, that the king of Per/i muſtered his 
men th2ough all his dominions, intending to make a voyage 
into Sp4i»e, and ta bzinga mightie Army to inuade the kings 
dome of Spine, betauſe the kings of Ca/tile, Aragon, and Portu- 

gal, had refuted their daughters in marriage to his ſonne, fea⸗ 
ring leaſt if Spine were inuaded, Italy ſhonld become ſubiec: 
and conſidering that he had entred into league with the king 
of Verſia, and diverſe times ioyned with him againſt other 
kingdomes; but loth now in this expedition(ſo likely to turne 

to his wꝛacke) to become a helper oꝛ confederate, purpoſed to 
ſend me into Perſia vnto the king, to pꝛocure a place between 
him and the fozeſaid kings of Caſtile, Aragon, and Portug all. J, 
though J thought my ſelfe altogither vnfit-to be imploped in 
ſuch hongurable kinde of ſeruite, and matters of ſuch impoz- 
tance, vet ſewing it was his Maieſties plealure, as J thought 
it no maners to ſeme vnwilling, ſo J pꝛepared myſelfe to put 
his Maieſties pleaſure in pzactiſe,and to pꝛouide fo2 all things 
neceſſary foꝛ ſuch a iourny. Therfoꝛe knowing the kings plea- 
ſure, and the effect and ſumme ol my meſſage,J toke my leaue 

dk his Maieſtie t the Queene , and in like maner of his ſonne 
Hippolito, (who was ſo ſoꝛrie foꝛ my departure, that he could 
ſcarce bid me farewell ) e ſo diſpatched my ſclfe from the court, 
being accompanied with nine men. What ſucteſle J had fi- 
thence my departure from Wapler, you ſhal heare aktermards. 
In the meane time knowe , that the ſecond day after J went 
from Naples, the other / hilorenus (ſenire vnto my mother by 
that Caſtilian Captain,)zwelling in the ſame titie of N -p/es, 
with the Sergeant that bꝛeught him from Cinqueni; chaunced 
in the cuening time to paſſe by a Poble mans houle, where 
PER. B b Hippolito 
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Hippolito the Kings ſonne had bene at ſupper, Who ffan⸗ 
ding at the doꝛe among certaine gentlemen , eſpied this Phi- 
jorenus, and thought vndoubte diy that J was the man, & that 
I had chaunged my apparreli, to the ende that ſhould not be 
knowne to be Philorenus. Uhichhe imagined that J ſhould 
haue done, being vnwilling to go in anibaſlage vnto the king 
of Per ſia, and pet fearing to aſks leaue to fate at home, and to 
be diſcharged of that fo traubleſome a ſernice , J being vnac⸗ 
cuſtomed to deale in ſuch affaires of ſo great moment and im⸗ 
poꝛtance. He therfoze'ltealing from his coinpany,tolowed my 
bꝛother (foꝛ we came both ont of one wombe) and when her 
ſaw him ina place where leafficompany was, her toke him 
by the ſlippe of his cloake , and talling him by his name Phi- 
lorenus, bad him not be grixued though hee were onertaken 
by him, ſing it was his lucke that her was firſt eſpied by 
him that was the beſt. friend that hee had in the wozlde, My 
byꝛother knowing Hippolito! the Kings ſonne, bogan to fall 
on his knees, to honour him accozding to the manner of the 
countrey, maruelling that the yongPaince vſed ſ\uchwozds 
vnto him, But Hippolito loth that I ſhould be knowne, (oz 
that the king and all the nobilitie knew not but that J was 
departed from Nepesfoz Pere) - with (omethitig an angrie 
countenance ;: vttered theſe wozdes, 'Philorenus, if thou be 
wile follow my counſaile, and leane theſe tokens of honour, 
leaſt thou be bew2ayed , and if my requeſt will not ſerue, let 
my commandement.moue thee to be moze pꝛudent, and fol- 
low mer. Plulorenus my bꝛother, rauiſhed with maruell what 
this meant, and fearing to diſpleaſe him who might make 
hun repent bis offence , did as he commanded, And ſo they 
Went togither to the court, where Hippolito bearing my bꝛo⸗ 
ther into his chamber, & ſhutting vp the dwze leaſt any of the 
courtiers ſhould interrupt them, and know ol my being there 
(thinking nothing leſſe then that the ſame Philorenus was 
my bꝛother, ſœing neither Imp ſelfe knew that J had a bꝛo⸗ 
ther, noꝛ my bꝛother phe had a bzother in p Court by Foztune 
lifted to lo high eſtate) began in this maner to ſpeak vnto 5 
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ah Pnnorenus, who would haut thought that the great 


diſcretion and wiſedome whereby port haue obteined ſuch lone 
and credit at my fathers hands, hath ſo loft it foꝛce t vigoꝛ, that 
it ſuffereth ther ſo indifcreetly t fondly to behauo thy ſelt, being 
imploiod by his Paieſtie in a matter which might haue bene 
committed to the chateſt perſon of the realmeꝛ Andart thou ſo 
bereft of all thy wits t vnderſtanding, that thou thinkeft that 
we al are ſo blind, p becauſe thou haſt put on another garment 
we ſhould not know ther; Thinkeſt thou p we are ſo foꝛgetful 
of thy fauonr, d the change of apparel is able to make thee vn⸗ 
knowne vnto vs: No, no, Philorenus, ę albeit that al other men 
were taken with obliuis of thy face, pet 5 picture of thy viſage, 
the liniaments of thy fate, æ the very phiſiognimp ok thy toun⸗ 
tenance is dd ingrauen in my hart, that no time, n change, no 
Ateratib, no colour,no deteit, is able to raſe outy paint therof, 
-WWherfozeJ inough maruet Philorenus, that ſceing 
thon knoweft how Jam affected towards thee, (inſomuch that 
thou canſt not alk anything of me p lieth in my power to grat 
cher, and vet beare the repulſe) thou half notwithſtanding ſo 
madly fought ſo dangerous, (ik J may ſay my mind) ſo coward⸗ 
- tpandbaſe meanes to ſhake off the charge committed vnto 


thee by the king; whereas if thou havfi but let me know how 


thou wert ſo vnwilling to be unployed therin, J would haue 
intreated my father and perlwaded him to ſende ſome other 
into Perſia, that I might haue enioped your companie, lo: 
whoſe abſence J doubt not but vou perceiued howe ſoꝛrye 3 


was. And now, firſt you know, that though vou were neuer 


moze fene by vs 02 knowne, vet you ſhould be depzinedof all 
the crevit + honoz which vou had in p tourt, being compelled 
to liue in obſturitie & baſe maner,wanting both welth' t fame. 
Beſides alſo, perpend not only what iniury vou offer y King, 
but alſo what loſſe 4 defriment vnto his ſubiects, & the neigh- 
oz ng of Caſtle, Arogon,t Portugalian that my fathers 
intent is fruſtrated, gan ambaſſage et ſuch moment, ſeruing 
fo; the wellare of ſo many wozthy king doms, negleded. The 
c>liveratis wherof;J hope wil make you come to knowlege of 
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pour fondnefſe, yea rather madneſſe, in committing ſoheinong 
an otkente and hurtfull treſpaſſe; whereby you haue deſerued 

the kings indignation, whs no doubt if he were acquainted 

with this your franticke kinde of dealing, would with no leſſe 
| pae then death puniſh vour delict, 

But z iudge that the Gods tendꝛing thy Foztune , haue 
made thee ſo happie, as that thou ſhouldeſt be eſpied by me bes 
loꝛe thy ſiniſter. dealings were bewꝛaped vnto any other, and 

ſo reuealed vnto the king my. father; to the end that J might 
pꝛouide ſome remedy in this tale, and ſaue ther from the dan⸗ 
ger whichiotherwiſe thou wert like to inturre. 

My bꝛother Philorenus, whoall this while ſtwd aſfonithed, . 
not knowing the euent ol this matter, x maruelling what fu⸗ 
ry hanted the pong inte, to make ſuch a large diſcourſe vn⸗ 
to him, he knew not what he ment bn his embalſage, o 2 what 
affaire the king thoiilo baue committed tohis charge, "Geing 
he had neuer bin nerre the king, 1 was altogither vnknowne 
vnto him: and therefoꝛe he wiſt not what he might i imagine 
of this active nt. But knowing, that who ſo commeth nete the 
fire is in daunger to ned: „ that Who ſa plaieth with the 
fireames may be beau t they that are nere kings 
are ſubiec to their pov er, 1 began to feare leaſt all this ſpoꝛt 
chould be turned into ſpig bt and this yong pꝛinte his paſtime 

1 tend to his wꝛacke. And therfoze he fel on his knes and made 
Mi ; | Ehppolito this anſwere;

What Philorenus(replied Hippolito, haft not thou tolde 
me thy ſelfe that thou werſt bozne about the boꝛders befween 
the kingdomes of Aragon and Caſtile, that thy father was cal- 
led Coreandro, thy mother Delbia (foz that was our mothers 
name) and that by reaſon of the warres between the ſaid king- 
demes, thy father came with thee and dwelled in the village 
Cinqueni, being vnder my fathers ſubiection, whence thou 
wert bzonght fo Vples: Is not this molt fruezif not, ſap J lie, 
God fozbid(quoth my bꝛother / that J ſhould be ſo impudent 
as to giue pour grace the lie, ſecing that J map in moze decent 
manner deny that which is contrary to veritie, then ſo, And 
therefo2e ſeeing I confeſſe all that to be true which your grace 
hath ſpecified concerning my parentes , my countrey, and my 
tranſlation from the place where J was boꝛne vnto this coun- 
try, J hope your grace will pardon me if J deny that J neuer 
told the lcaſt point thereof bnto you.

Hippolito moued'to rage, burſt out at length into theſe 


wozds.,Ueil Plulorenus (quoth he,)J'percetue thou art moze 
then mad, and that thou.openly doeſt mocke me, fo2 I ſay that 
the gods are not gods, if they confound ther not foz thy falſhwd, 
It were to be pardened if thou diddeſt only offend againft me, 
but (ing thou calleft the gods as witneſſes of thy hozrible 
falſities andlyes, J cannot foꝛbeare it. But J pꝛap thee tel me 
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from the ſaide village Cinqueni. It is a maruellous matter 
(quoth Hippolito) Philorenus, that thou wilt go about to per⸗ 
(wade me a tall, æ to moue me to beteene thy lyes. Foꝛ if thou 
wert a God, J durſt ſay that thou lieſt. Foz thou halt no 
bꝛother (ſo thou doeſt confefſe) and J take all the gods to wit: 
nelle, that one named Philorenus bozne in the lame place that 
thou acknowledgeſt thy ſelf to be boꝛne in, and ol the ſame pa⸗ 
rents which thou claimeſt foꝛ thine, and of ſuch foꝛtune as thou 
laiſt thine was, Then tell me, how is it poſſible but that thou 
thy ſelfe muſt be the man. And albeit thou havlt a bꝛother, pet 
you ſhould not make me beleeue that he can be ſo like thee, as 
that Jſhould be ſo abſurdly deceiued. Therefoꝛe ſeing thou 
art ſo obſtinat, thou ſhalt try what y art able to gain therwith, 
Herewith Hippolito taketh him by the hand and leadeth 
him vnto the chamber ol pꝛeſence, where all the gentlemen 
und gentle women began to cheriſh and welcome him, aſking 
the cauſe of his ſuddeine returne; and why he had ſo diſguiſed 
bunſelfe in apparell. 3 8 

Py bꝛother almoſt out ot his wits, wiſt not what to thinke, 
but that either they were all moze then fwlith , oz he bozne to 
be ſcoffed and mocked at: pea he could nota great while be 
perſwaded but that he dꝛeamed. But Hippolito loking vp⸗ 
on him, and ſeing what countenance he boze, burſt out into 
theſe woꝛdes, all the Courtiers ſtanding about, O moſt cun- 
ning counterfeyt ! who euer ſawe the like 2 No doubt Philo- 
re nus doth not, 02 rather will not remember, that euerhe 
knew any of all this noble companie of Gentlemen and La- 
dies, whereas notwithſtanding, they all diſdaine not to ac- 
knowledge , yea and claime old acquaintance, As he hav ſo 
laid, the King came into the chamber of pzeſence to ſw what 

the matter was, foꝛ he had alreadie heard ſomething touching 
my comming (as they thought) and ſ#ing my bzother, wel- 
commed him after this manner. Ya our Amballadour, you 
baue either had winges to flie , oz vou haue as much ſeene 
Per/ia as J haue ſeene Toue; But I pꝛaie you tell mee what 
may the caule of this your holi-day coate? aue you met with 
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foles bot e way? 02 are you a werp of a Courtiers life? J. 
the one „ J was well adzefſed to ſend ſuch a Legate to Perſia, 
and if the other, 4 will ſone releeue ther from that care. 

With that the RES being angry to the heart, comman- 
ded his ſonne Hippolito to take oꝛder that he might be put in- 


to pziſon till he had deliberated what death he ſhould die. 


Which dome, when diſtreſted Philorenus heard, he fell on his 
knees and began thus to entreat his Maieſtie to be mercifull 
vnto him. Molt excellent Monarch, J beſeech your maieſtie by 
the religion e dutie that all moꝛtall men owe top diuine pow 
ers, ta heare me cleare myſelfofall ſuch trimes which it ſhuld 

Foz J per⸗ 
teiue peither if pleaſeth pour maieſtp to exhilarat t glad pour 
courtiers with miſerp. e thꝛeaten me impꝛiſonme nt c death, to 
giue the occaſion to laugh at my ſimple nelle and innocenſte, oꝛ 
there hath bene ſome other man of my name and like me, that 
hath committed this heinous offence againſt pour maieſtie, 
which moſt falfly is attributed vnto me. Foz J pꝛoteſt befoze 
heauen and earth, that Jam not that Philorenus (if ſuch an 
one hath bin here) as J wil pꝛoue by the ſouldier that bꝛought 
me krom Cinqueni, with whom J haue dwelled euer fithence 
J was by him bꝛought to NMaplesʒ ds he x all his neighboꝛs ſhal 
| telfifie, 02 tle die what death your maieſtie tall pleaſe fo aps 
The King hearing him fo ſoberly pꝛoteſt ſweare that he 
was not the ſame Philorenus they toke him to be, commanded 


him to tell one of his guard where the ſame ſouldier dwelt, 


which when mybꝛother had done, the Bing commaunded the 
ſame man whom my bꝛother laid Was his maſter, and foure oz 
five of his chefeft neighboꝛs ſhuld p nert day come befoze him. 


Inlomuch that the ſame Sergeant being called Signor Va- 


lentino, accompanied with thꝛer oz foure gentlemen of great 
creadit dwelling in the ſame pariſh, with him wers bzought, 


appeared befoze his maieſtie acco2ving to his command, 4 my. 


bꝛother being bꝛought befoze them, the King al en * whes 
— they knew that fellow? 1 
er 
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Whey anſwered all that yes, and tolde the king all ether cir; 


cumſtances concerning my bꝛothers parents, 4 his comming 
from Cingueni to Naples, alfirming all what they had ſaid, vp⸗ 
on their dates. VV 
The king maruelled that all things agreed with the Phi. 
lorenusfo2 whom he toke him tobe, both his name, the place 
where he was boꝛne, the name ol his parents, and other acci- 
dents, onely this different that he had dwelt with a Captaine 
which gaue him to the king, where theſe men teſtiſied that 
that Philorenus whome they had pꝛeſent, had dwelt with the 
Dargeant till that pzeſent day, # neuer entred into the tourt; 


in ſo mach that the king began to thinke that there were two 
bothers of them, and that they themſelues knew it not, by 


reaſon that they were ſeparated one from the other ſo timely, 
But to the end that he might be the ſurer of this matter, her 
ſent foz the Captaine of whom he had me. Who being come, 
and hauing ſerne my bꝛother, the king aſked him whether he 
knew any pꝛiuy token about my body wherby he might know 
me, it᷑ there were one in the wozlde ſo like me that he might 
hardly be knowne from me. Such token (anſwered the Cap⸗ 


taine) A know none my loueraignt Lob; neither is it neceſ- 
arp, foꝛ J,no2 any man that hath eyes tan deubt of this man, 


bat that if is Philorenus whom J bz2ought from Cinqueni, and 
J will not only ſay ſo, but alſo affirme it by oath;and dye vpen 
the lame. The other gentlemen that were pzeſent,ſaiv,thaf 


de might be deceined, foz that they had alreadie depoſed the 


confrary, +; oa 
To make fewe woꝛdes, if the king had not bene p2eſent, 


they had gone togither by the eares, and tried the matter not 


by wo2ds but by wounds rather, and by fight come fo know- 
ledge of the right Philorenus. But the king commanded them 
to returne to their manſion place, and to leaue the perſon ton 
cerning whom the queſtion grew, (to wit my bꝛother) with

Ah 
ſwete Ceraſilla, curtuous Ceraſilla, yea moſt louing Ceraſilla, 
how wilt thou blame and accuſe me of monſtrous ingrateful-

The gods grant that J map 
p2opheſie falfly; though the apparent ſhewe ok all things fozce 
me to diuine the contrarp. And laſtly,thts latter pinch of Foz- 
tunes ſpight, in v ſhe is abſent who is the cauſe that Jam pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, yea ſimpliciter that J am, (foꝛ without her Jhad now not 
bene at all) in rancoz doth ſurpaſſe all the malice Þ hitherto ſhe 

bath euer endeuoured, laboured, oz enterpꝛiſed againſt me. Ah 
ſwete Ceraſilla, curtuous Cerafilla, yea moſt louing Ceraſilla, 
how wilt thou blame and accuſe me of monſtrous ingrateful- 
nelle, if thou ſuſpect that J haue purpoſely left thee free wil and 
counſel; and voluntarily abandoned ther: But I hope thou wilt 
not holde ſuch opinion of me, but rather impute this hapleſle

Ah Ceraſilla, had I knowne that thou hadſt bin ſo mind⸗ 
full of my ſeruice, and that thou didſt accept of the palns 02 ra- 
ther panges which J ſuffered fo2 lone of thee, the calamitie 
which J haue bene peſtred with in this noiſome pꝛiſon foz the 
ſpace of theſe ten moneths oꝛ moꝛe, had not bene ſo greeuous 
vnto me. as it hath bene. Foz the werte thought and pleaſant 
conceit which my bꝛaines had bene occupied with, in perpen⸗ 
ding and remembꝛing your excellent beautie 4 rare vertues, 
bad taken moze fozce in the pareke ol my vnderſtanding, and 
ſo tombꝛed my minde with the delightſome memoꝛie of pour 
perſonage, that it had quite blotted out all thought ol p iniury 
which J haue receiued at Foztunes handes, and expelled all 
ſuch griefe from my heart which J did take foꝛ the pittiful and 
lamentable entertainment which J haue had in this loath⸗ 
ſome tell. Where euer ſince the ſecond day that J departed 
from the court foꝛ Perſia, I haue bene compelled to abide, be⸗ 
ing fallen into the hands of certaine Egyptian theues, who 
haunting theſe wods, violently ſet vpon me and my men, be⸗ 
ing either all flaine,o2 ſome fled, robbed me ol all my treaſure 
and baggage that J had with me. 
Now (molt excellent Pzinces and wozthie hepheards) 
did we thinke that we had ſo troden Foztune vnder fte, that 
ſhe was not able euer to riſe againe, 02 impaire vs any moze, 
Now liued we as two bꝛothers in all kinde of pꝛoſperitie, and 
ſo high hoiſed to the top of bliſſe, that we litle thought that any 
power had bene able to caſt vs downe and depꝛiue vs of our 
pꝛeſent felicitie, But alacke we found the contrary by triall, 
and were compelled to acknowledge our erroꝛ by experience. 
Better had it bene fo2 vs with the carefull and wary Bari- 
ner to conſider that an extraozdinary calme, is token of ſome 
future tempeſt to come on the ſodaiue: foz then as he at ſuch 
times ſtriketh his ſailes and ſhunning the daungerous ſeas, 
tommendeth his barke to the ſecure hauen; ſo we * 
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the danger vnto which we were ſubiec in our great pꝛoſperi⸗ 
tie, might haue eſcaped the euents which wꝛought our aduer⸗ 
ſitie. But ſceing things palf may be deploꝛed not recalled, and 
repented, not amended; J mult needs ſay that we bought had 
J wiff, at a deare paice : as you ſhal vnder ſtand by the ſequell 
of this hiltoꝛy. But ſering J haue not pet mentioned any thing 
concerning my lather and the Captaine my brothers father, 
tinte that they fled from Cinqueni, at the time that wee were 
bought, and either pittying to kil me ontright,o2 rather ſup⸗ 
poling they ſhould vſe me to curtuouſly if they ended my mi⸗ 

lexy with death, they haue kept me here in this cell in ſuch ma⸗ 
ner as peu find me; leauing me here this moꝛning, and going 
to lome fowne o2 other to ſell the apparell which J had, ſæing 
the mony which they found in my male was much diminiſhed; 
and their ſtoꝛe greatly impaire. 
Ceraſilla rauiſhed into admiration by the ffraungeneffe of 
this accide at, was donbtfull at the firſt of me, thinking that 
J had bene the ſame Philorenus that came with her from the 
tourt, and whole life the had ſaued by her pollicte;but wel per⸗ 
pending my woꝛds and applying them to the things both pal⸗ 
led and pꝛeſent, ſhe remembꝛed that the knightes who were 
lent into Per ſia ſatd, that they had heard that J had bene ſeene 
in a certaine towne within tws dapes after J departed from 
Naples, and beſides, ſhe did (er that J hat another tloaths then 
the man whom ſhe loſt in the woods: which fozced her to be⸗ 
leue me, and to know how lhe had bene deceiued in faking a⸗ 
nother man in ſtead ol me. To be ſhozt, J will not here make 
kurther mention of ſuch congratulations and cheriſhments as 
the made mer; leauing it vnto your diſcretions to iudge how 
lopfult men be at ſuch happie mertings. In the meane time, it 
map pleaſe you to vnderſtand, that Ceraſilla tolde me all that 
had happened in the Court concerning the other Philorenus, 
how he had not only my name, but my fauour and my foztune, 
being bozne where J was boꝛne, exiled where J was in exile, 
and had the ſame parentes that J had foꝛ mine; how that her 
was in the court take of all men foꝛ me, how that the knights 
— — J Dd 3 were

were ſent into Perſaa, and bainging ne wes that J had not bin 
there, he was condemned to be toꝛne in peeces by foure hoz- 
ſes. And finally how ſhe had deliuered him from daunger of 
death, and loſt him in the wod; ſuppoſing that it had bene hee 
when ſhe heard me ſpeake. Whereat J dtd the moze maruel, 
by reaſon that J neuer heard that J had had any bzother, But 
after we had parleyed of all things,fearing leaſt we ſhould be 
taken togither by the villaines befoze we were out of fight of 
that accurſed cell, we went into the wodas deep as we could, 
partly to eſcape them, partly to find Philorenus my bother; 
foz as Ceraſilla could not be alfogither mery foz the hard luck 
that he was loſt, ſo was I exteꝛ ding ſoꝛrie, by reaſon that I ſo 
greedily deſired to ſ& him; to know whether he were my bꝛo⸗ 
ther indeed oz no. And as we had fo2 the ſpace of one whole day 


and night ranged vp and down the ſame huge wod,atlength 


we purpoſed to refurne to the court, and to certifie the King 
of all matters, infoꝛming his maieſtie of the right truth, Þo- 
ping that his maieſtie would not onely pardon.Cerafilla, who 
was fozcedby loue to do whatſoeuer the had pzactiſedin going 
away with Philorenus my bꝛother; but alſo by pꝛoclamation 
recall him again, and the gentlemen in like maner,that were 
fledfoſhun his vniuſt wzath and anger, reſtozing them their 
gods and linings that were confiſcated.As in truth his mate- 
ftie did, Foz when we were returned to the court, not without 
great admiration of the King and Hippolito the vong pꝛince, 
with all the reſt of thoſe that were in the court, and kneeling 
befoze his maieſtie, had declared the whole eſtate or all ſuch 
accidents and euents as had happened, he did not onely par⸗ 
don Ceraſilla, but deſcending fromhis chaire of eſtate embza- 
ced me, and ſa curfuoufly welcommedmee, that J well per- 
ceiued that his maieſtie was no otherwiſe affected towardes 
me, then he was at my departure from the court. 
Furthermoꝛe, he reſted not, but the ſame day recalled 
the gentlemen that had teſfified how my bꝛother had dwelled 
with the Sergeant, and not onely reſtoꝛed them their gods 
and landes, but alſo beſtowed no ſmall gift on the ſayd Ser-
